SUBJECT:  Table  of  Honors  for  Civilian  and  Military  Officials 
of  the  Department  of  Defense

A.  REISSUANCE  AND  PURPOSE 

This  Directive  reissues  reference  (a)  and  prescribes  the  honors 
to  which  statutory  civilian  and  military  officials  of  the  Department 
of  Defense  are  entitled. 

B.  APPLICABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  Directive  apply  to  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Defense,  the  Military  Departments  (and  their  National 
Guard  and  reserve  components),  the  Organization  of  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff,  the  Unified  and  Specified  Commands,  and  the  Defense  Agencies. 

C.  POLICY 


1.  Enclosure  1  is  a  list  of  persons  within  the  Department  of 
Defense  who  are  entitled  to  honors,  together  with  the  number  of 
guns,  ruffles,  and  flourishes,  and  the  prescribed  music  for  each. 
These  honors  shall  be  rendered  in  accordance  with  reference  (b). 

2.  Foreign  civilian  and  military  officers  occupying  positions 
comparable  to  U.S.  officials  included  in  enclosure  1  shall  receive 
equivalent  honors. 


D-  EFFECTIVE  DATE  AND  IMPLEMENTATION 

This  Directive  is  effective  immediately.  Forward  one  copy  of
